Nanking, Dec. 3 0 — T h e com- 
munists" "war criminals" list was 
reported today to have caused Gen-

U. N. observers today reported Gaza,

Ask Local Farmers 
To Order Hawkeye 
Beans By Jan. 24 


Morgan county farmers who want 
the higher yielding, earlier maturing 
Hawkeye soybeans for 1949 seeding 
should order them before Jan. 24 or 
they may be too late, say Farm Ad- 
viser E. H. Garlich. 


Eight farmers in Morgan county 
grew Hawkeye soybeans last sum- 
mer to increase the seed supply. This 
supply is enough to take care of 
Morgan county growers if they order 
their seed now, Mr. Garlich said. 


However, this seed will be kept in 
this county only until Jar. 24. After 
that time it can be sold in other 
counties or out of state where there 
is a strong demand. 


"Don't wait until Dlanting time, 
when Hawkeye prices may have sky- 
rocketed," the farm adviser urges. 
"Order yours now while there's plen- 
ty on hand. The price is $6.00 a 
bushel." 


About 375 farmers reported that 
Hawkeye outyielded ail other vari- 
eties in the northern half of the 
state by two and one-half to five 
bushels an acre, according to J. C. 
Hackleman, Illinois College of Agri- 
culture agronomist. The new soy- 
bean also matures a week earlier 
than Lincoln, Ulini, and Dunfield, 
and as early as Richland. 


In oil content, Hawkeye equals 
Lincoln, the best variety at present 
in this respect, with 20.9 percent. 
Like Richland, Hawkeye ir- very re- 
sistant to lodging, but it is three or 
four inches taller than Richland. Yet 
there were no complaints cf harvest- 
ing troubles from about 900 growers 
last summer. 


Hawkeye is well-suited to fertile 
soils, and will grow on a wider va- 
riety of cropland, including medium- 
fertility soil. 
t 


"Hawkeye probably grows best in 
the northern half of the state," Hac- 
kleman said, "but where farmers 
prefer Richland, I'd definitely say 
that Hawkeyes are a decided im- 
provement." 


In Illinois during field tests in 
1948, when several varieties were 
grown on the same farms, Hawkeye 
produced 29.7 bushels an acre to 
26.4 for Lincoln. This was the aver- 
age in most of the 64 counties where 
Hawkeyes are grown. 


Hawkeyes also outyielded Richland 
by two and one-half bushels an acre 
and Earlyana by five bushels. 


In other tests across Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, and Iowa, Hawkeye out- 
yielded Richland by three and one- 
half bushels an acre, Earlyana by 
almost five bushels, Ulini by two and 
one-half bushels, and Dunfield by 
over four bushels.

Denver, Dec. 30—(¿P1!—A 26-year- 
old war veteran declared he robbed 
a bank at Waynestown, Ina.. because 
he was "deeply in debt and couddn't 
get a loan," FBI agents said today. 


Russell Kramer, head of the re- 
gional FBI office, and three other 
agents, arrested Edward Dee Pear- 
son at SCapleton airport last night, 
as Pearson prepared to board e 
plane. 


Pearson's wife and 18-months-old 
son were with him when he was tak- 
en into custody. 


Kramer said Pearson gave this 
account of the Dec. 9 robbery at 
Waynestown: 


He first entered the bank and in- 
quired of a cashier about his chances 
of securing a loan. The cashier told 
him he needed some sort of collat- 
eral, a house, or something of value 
for security. 


Pearson pulled a gun from his coat 
pocket and pointed it at the cashier, 
saying: "This*will be my security." 


He marched the cashie' at pistol 
point to a valut and 
demanded 
$5,000. The cashier counted off a 
stack of bills from a bigger stack 
which contained "about $J 5,070."
